A decision of the Federal 
Power Commission of May 25 
1949, permits the Home Gas Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Columbia 
Gas System, to build a gas trans- 
mission lino from Port Jervis to 
Orangeburg. 
This line, carrying 


natural- gas from West Virginia 
and Texas, will reach a point only 
24 miles from Newburgh. If Cen- 
tral Hudson can arrange with 
Homo Gas for an adequate supply 
of natural gas and if tho Federal 
Power Commission gives approval 
of the project, it will bo possible 
for the company to build a trans- 
mission line from this point to 
carry natural gas into its own 
transmission system. 


Company officials explained that 


to change Central Hudson's gas 
equipment for natural gas use 
would require the company to put 
an additional $1,850,000 into1 its 
gas business. This money would 
be spent for new transmission 
lines and for adapting present gas 
generating sets to the manufac- 
ture of gas of 1,000 British ther- 
mal units per cubic foot, the heat 
content of natural gas.

TRUTH IS STRONGER THAN FICTION 


It's graduation time again. Across the 


land, young men and women getting out of 
college are being advised by our leading 
citizens how to meot the world. 


Graduates are being told these'are troub- 


lous times, that the threat of war hangs over 
us, that freedom is in peril from communism, 
that population is outrunning world re- 
sources, that our health, security and educa- 
tion need new safeguards, that a hundred 
other dire circumstances prevail. 


Most of this may well be true. Certainly 


there have been more restful moments in 
history. 


But however bleak the outlook, the gradu- 


ation speakers are not counselling a mood of 
hopelessness. Something can be done about 
It. Much depends, they say, on how the 
graduates themselves meet the challenge. 


Nothing new in this kind of talk, of course. 


For long years every graduating class has 
been told to stick out'its chin and face down 
the world. General exhortations to virtue 
are standard commencement fare. 


We voice the fervent wish, however, that 


this time the speakers cut through the welter 
of the world's dilemmas and talk in simple, 
human terms that may serve as real guide-' 
posts to the graduates. 


Here's one approach we think of offhand 


that we would like to hear: 
* 


"You students are leaving the college 


world, where truth is the'great, single, unify- 
ing goal. You are entering the outside world, 
where truth competes openly and often vio- 
lently with falsehood, half- truth, and propa- 
ganda. You will bump into baffling mixtures 
of those elements. 


"If you are ever to play any useful part 


In bettering the world, learn quickly to 
recognize these cheap alloys that corrupt 
truth. Resist their intrusion into your own 
thinking. War upon them wherever you find 
them. 


"Distortions of truth are a prized weapon 


In tho battle of ideas raging today. But truth 
Is stronger and will blunt that weapon, how- 
ever lethal it sometimes is. 


"You will need courage to combat the 


users of falsehood and propaganda. They will 
too seldom be your avowed enemies. They 
may be in positions of power. They may 
even be, on occasion, your friends. 


"But if you flinch from fighting them, you 


will «o down in the struggle to bring peace 
and order and justice to this complex world. 


"Presuming you do stand up "for truth, 


don't resort to your opponents' tricks to beat 
them. Propaganda is not the antidote for 
propaganda. 


"Don't rely upon name-calling and -label- 


pinning. People, like the world, are complex. 
No short labels fit them. They are not con- 
veniently divided among, saints and sinners. 
In their personalities they are , white and 
black and all tho shades of gray between. - 


"So think hard and long before you dust 


off those handy little badges labeled 'reac- 
tionary,1 'liberal,' 'fascist' and 'communist.' 
Judge people as total human beings, in the 
full light of their experience. 


"If you can go out from here equipped 


with these attitudes, you will have made a 
big start toward helping crack the problems 
that beset us all."

DON'T BE REASONABLE! 


The other night we went out for a smoke be- 


tween th acts of "Where's Charley?" in which one 
of my favorites, Ray Bolger, plays. The airs are 
catchy rind easily hummable.'So, on the sidewalk in 
front oC every theatre on both sides of the street 
are two fellows, apparently natural-born barkers, 
who shout their heads off telling us not to buy any- 
thing from the .concessionaires.

Because 
they are afraid that .that, will start a riotr In a 
word, because the police are afraid, the citizens 
have to suffer and that is called being reasonable 
We have a few rights left—or do we?

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CHANGING CAPITALS 


The capital of the United States should 


be moved from Washington somewhere west 
of the Mississippi, says Frank Lloyd Wright, 
Chicagoan 
famed for 
his architectural 


innovations. 


His reasons, while not clear, seem to de? 


rive from his dislike of Washington's build- 
ings. He does not think there is a noble 
building in the capital. The only course, in 
his opinion, is to start out fresh.

In 1945, shortly after Mussolini 
got the upside-down-treatment in 
Milan, the three G.I.'s met, toted 
tip the odd lira they had left over' 
after buying PX rations, printed 
themselves some press cards, and 
announced they were ready to 
start making like Pulitzer.

to stop kidding arid start packing 
—no soldier could be mustered out 
in Italy unless he had a bona fldc 
job.Nothing daunted, as the saying 
goes*, Begbn hooked up with 'Itilci'- 
rmtlomil News Service, clu Mc/.a 
witli the Red Cross and Cortcse 
went to work as a motor pool 
attendant, but a few months later 
when the trlumvcrate quit Hs jobs 
and opened an office, the i'at really 
began to fry. 
For openers, the 
Rome advertising monopoly re- 
fused to let them handle their 
own ads; the man with the news- 
print informed them he was fresh 
out of paper, and when It came to 
lining up news services and fea- 
ture syndicates—well, all the boys 
got was advice on how to cure 
battle fatigue. 
And'so it went for months, but 
somehow, by scheming, dreaming, 
praying and talking last, the trip 
finally managed to get the stuff 
it needed and, at midnight on 
March 16, 1946, the punchy part- 
ners watched n tubercular press 
cough out the first 5,000 copies. 
Now, to a fellow in New York 
who Is accustomed to having four 
independent newspapers dropped 


on his doorstep every morning, the 
Rome Daily American .would be 
just an added starter, but in Italy, 
where the truth is usually regard- 
ed as something which needs a 
little fixing, the birth of a papei 
that didn't finagle with the facts 
was pretty startling. 
Promptly, 
the Commies tabbed it Fascist 
and, jus_t as promptly, the Fascists 
labeled'it Commie, but the three 
cnperous GJ.'s, who had started 
from and without scratch, 
tolc 
them all where to head in anc 
kept printing the unshellackec 
truth. 


Today, their paper lias a circu- 


lation oil 35,000 and an honored 
spot on and under the newsstands 
ot: a couple of dozen adjoining 
countries. And what's more, the 
boys now own thoir own prinl 
shop, and when l.ho Communist- 
controlled printers' union culled'n 
strike u Willie buck Unit . shut 
down every other paper In.Rome 
the American was allowed to keep 
publishing because, as the union 
loaders admitted, it reported the 
events of the strike with on-the- 
button accuracy—besides having 
excellent relations with its own 
hired hands. 
I could trot out plenty of for- 


instances to prove that this hard- 
hitting 
gazette—operating 
very 


much as its brilliant big brother 
the Paris Herald-Tribune—has be- 
come one of . the most effective 
speaker-outers for our way of 
thinking in debris-dotted Europe 
But I think you'll get the genera' 
idea when I toll you that it's 
nothing unusual to see 
a. fact-

Many Americans knew that with 
Germany destroyed, Communism 
would rush westward. But Chur-

"like a puppy" in his dealings 
with Roosevelt and he had to 
concede everything for Britain's 
sake—Just as Laval • "collabor- 
ated" for the sake of France. 


Twice, therefore, Communism 


has profited by the tragic neces- 
sities of the civilized nations of 
the west. The first time, the Ger- 
mans let Lenin and his circle 
cross their country from Switzer- 
land in 3917 to break up the 
Kercnslcy government which was 
trying to keep a few divisions in 
the war on the eastern front. 
The masMacrcs of tho best Rus- 
sians came soon afterward and 
the scourge was Iboscd on the 
world. Hut the Germans were 
relatively innocent. They didn't 
know what Communism really 
was. Roosevelt and Churchill had 
no excuse, They knew.

the City Home Rule Law discloses 
that they specifically provide for a 
referendum on a resolution. And 
what is being considered here is 
a resolution which does not pur- 
port to-be a local law. This is dis- 
similar from the referendum held 
at.the election of 1947 and of 1948, 
wherein local laws pertaining to 
the salaries of firemen and police- 
men were submitted to the voters 
of the City of Kingston.

Although it may not be germane 
to this discussion of the validity 
of the resolution adopted by the 
Common Council on June 7th, 
1949, it is believed- that considera- 
tion .should be given to" the .fact 
that by the time of the election to 
be held on November 8th, 1949, a 
referendum might be purely aca- 
demic. There is a constant call 
from other cities for loans. from 
the State Division of Housing for 
public housing plans or projects. 
It would seem questionable in view 
of such demand "whether, the State 
Housing Commissioner will con- 
tinUe'his approval of the plan of 
the Kingston Housing Authority 
during the months until- the ap- 
proval 
or disapproval of such 


housing plan or pro'jeqt is regis- 
tered by the voters at the polls .in 
November. 8th, 1949, In the event 
that the Commissioner's approval 
of the housing plan Is withdrawn, 
the favorable action of the voters 
and the' Common Council, in No- 
vember, 1949 would be ineffective 
in securing a state loan, for a 
housing project for the City of 
Kingston.
